May it i)lease your Excellency, 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen's University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to fm'iiish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st April, 1865. 

The General University Examinations during the period of this 
Report commenced on the 26th of September, and terminated on 
the 23rd of October. Examinations for Degrees in the Faculty of 
Medicine were also held in June, and First University Examinations 
in Arts and Engineering were also held in May. At these various 
Examinations 285 Candidates presented themselves. Lists of those App. II. 
who were successful are annexed, and a List of the Students 
Matriculated in the University since the first of October last. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members were held 
in the month of June. Twenty-eight Candidates presented them- 
selves for the Certificates awarded at these Examinations. Lists App. II. 
of those who were successful are annexed. 

The principal public meeting of the University, to confer degrees 
and diplomas, and distribute, prizes, and which your Excellency 
was pleased to honour with your presence, was held in St. Patrick’s 
Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 11th of October last, An account of App. I. 
the proceedings is appended to this Report.

Appendix I. 

Public Meeting of tlie Queen’s University in Ireland, held in 
St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 11th October, 1865. 

After tl^e close of tlie examinations of tlie year 1865, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was belJ in Dublin Castle, on the lltli October, 
1865, for conferring degrees, diplomas, and prizes. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places in 
the Exarainatiou Hall, the Vice-Chancellor and Senate of the University, 
the Professors and Examiners, and the Candidates, entered itin procession. 

The Vice-Chancellor opened the meeting with the following address : — 

At our last annual meeting in 1864, to confer the degrees and konors 
of the Queen’s University in Ireland, I had the satisfaction of announcing 
that it was distinguished bythe attendance of a larger number of successful 
candidates for those distinctions, than had ever appeared before us on any 
former occasion. At the present meeting I am enabled to state, that, 
although not in a very high proportion, still the numbers of the current 
year exhibit on the whole an increasing body of the students to bo 
admitted to University degrees, and to have conferred on them the 
University diplomas. Thirty-two students have become admissible to 
the degree of Doctor in Medicine, of whom eleven were admitted to the 
degree at the meeting of the Senate in the month of June, and the 
remaining twenty-one are to be admitted to-day. Pifty-nine medical 
students have passed the first University examination in Medicine. 
Fifteen Bachelors of Art have passed the examination for the degree of 
Master, and fifty-six students, the largest number yet admitted in any year 
since the establishment of the University, have qualified for the degree of 
Bachelor in that faculty. One Graduate of the University has obtained 
admission to the degree of Doctor, and two to that of Bachelor of Law. 
The degree of Master in Surgery is to be conferred on twenty-four 
members of the University, thirteen of whom bad on former occasions 
obtained the degree of Doctor of Mediciue. Fifty-two have passed the 
first University examinations in Arts, seven have been found qualified to 
obtain the diploma in Engineering, nine have passed the first examination 
in that profession, and one has passed for the diploma in Elementary Law. 

The middle class examinations instituted by the University for young 
persons not connected with the Queen’s Colleges were held in the month 
of Juue last, and attended by twenty-eight candidates, of whom seven- 
teen were found sufficiently instructed to pass the examinations, 

I noticed also on the last occasion a continual increase in the number 
of students in attendance on the several classes in the Queen’s CoUeges in 
the academic year then past ; they amounted to 810. In that which, now 
closed there is an increase of twenty-five, making the number of collegiate 
students, in the session of 1864-65, 835— more than double the number 
attending ten years since — viz., in the corresponding session of 185-4-55. 

It may be illustrative of the progress and great educational importance 
of the Queen’s Colleges and the University to notice, by way of summary 
of their histoiy, that the total number of the students who have entered 
I'uu Colleges since the opening has been 3,330; and that the University

“ w'ill have conferred 24S degrees of Doctor of Bledicine, 108 of M'-isiers of 

TubHc Arts, and 424 of Bachelors of Arts, besides a large number of diplomas in 

Meeting. Engineering and Law. Two ad eundem degrees are to be granted to 
Graduates of other Universities — one of Master of Arts to Professor 
England, of Cork, a Graduate of the University of Dublin; and one of 
Bachelor of Laws to a Graduate in Arts of this University, who has taken 
the same degree in the University of London. 

Among the students of the colleges and the graduates of our University, 
several during the past year have competed successfully at the examina- 
tions for the Public Service. I am not sure that the list furnished to rae 
is quite perfect. It mentions the names of graduates or students who 
have been successful at important competitions since last public meeting. 
At the Indian Civil Service competition of last June, Mr. Marcel, of 
Queen’s College, Cork, got, I believe, the eiglith place ; Mr. Evans, of 
Queen’s College, Cork, the ninth place ; Mr. Sharkey, of Queen’s Colleges, 
Belfast and Galway; Mr. M‘Minii, of Belfast, and Mr. Weir, of Belfast, 
were also successful. Mr. John Campbell, of Queen’s College, Belfast, 
obtained the first place at a competition for the Indian Engineering 
Service. Mr. Odling, of Queen’s College, Galway, also obtained an Indian 
Engineering appointment. Mr. King, of Queen’s College, Galway, obtained 
a Ceylon ^Vritersbip. Mr. O’Brien, of Queen’s College, Cork, obtained a 
Chinese Interpretership. Mr. Mulholland, of Queen’s College, Galway, 
got the first of the prizes recently offered by the Benchers of the King’s 
Inns, Dublin, to -young men proceeding to the Bar. Messrs. Parke, 
Leebody, and McGaw, of Queen’s College, Belfast, were respectively 
appointed to the Professorships of Belles Lettres, Mathematics, and 
Metaphysics, in the Magee College at Derry. Mr. MT)onncU, of Queen’s 
College, Galway, has passed the further examination for Indian Writer- 
ships; and Mr. Bussell, of Queen’s College, Belfast, was successful at a 
competition for a Eong-Kong Cadetship. 

Besides these, many were successful in minor competitions, such as the 
Medical Appointments of tlie army, navy, or Indian Services. Mr. Beamish, 
who is taking his Master of Arts degree to-day, and Mr. Porter and Mr. 
M’Kean, who are taking their Bachelor degree, have last week beea 
examined for three Chinese Interpreterships. The result of the compe- 
tition is not yet known, but I hope to hear of their success.* 

The annual exhibitions founded for students of our Colleges by the 
munificence and exertions of Sir Bobert Peel, have all been successfully 
competed for by many of the students who take degrees at the present 
meeting. 

I regret to say that since their last annual assembly, the Senate has lost 
the valuable services of one of its members, by the lamented decease of 
Bobert Andrews, esq., Doctor of Laws, a gentleman of eminence in bis pro- 
fession, of the most enlightened public principles, and a zealous advocate 
for the diffusion of sound education among all classes of the community — 
])i“inciplea and views which he practically acted on, and carried out as 
well in the Senate of the Queen’s University as at the Board of National 
Education, of which he was for many years a zealous and most useful Com- 
missioner. 

Having on many former occasions of similar meetings entered fully 
into the history, origin, constitution, and progress of the University and 
of the Queen’s Colleges, with which it has been from the first connected, 
I feel it would he an unnecessary occupation of time were I now again to 
go over the same ground, or recount the same particulars. The published 

* Ihe ri'iult of the competition has since been announced. Two of ttie three candidates 
from the Queca’s University have been successful; Mr. M'Kean was awarded the fiwt of 
the three vacant Interpreterships, and Mr. Porter the third. 
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reports of the proceedings exhaust the subject so far as regards ray power 
of illustrating it, and 1 must content myself on this occasion with the 
enumeration I have given of the practical results of the education provided rnhlii; 
for the students of the Colleges and the periodical examination carried on 
under the supervision of the Senate. As Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, I have only to deal with the present and refer to the past; and 
in this retrosjject I feel happy in the reflection that these institutions 
have borne good fruit in the labour of instruction, have helped aud sus- 
tained numerous classes in their career of learning, and sent forth many 
an able and well taught public officer to the service of the State in every 
region of the British empire. 

I now proceed, in the absence of our Chancellor, the Earl of ClareiHlmi, 
to admit our successful candidates to their respective degrees, ami to 
present to those who have deserved them the diplomas of the University. 

His Excellency the Lord Liouteuaut having honoured our meeting with 
bis presence, has kindly acceded to my request, that he would deliver to 
the successful competitors for honors, the medals and prizes which have 
been awarded to them. 

The degrees, diplomas, certificates, and prizes were then conferred. 

The ceremony having concluded, the Vice-Chancelloe said-r- 

I have now but to discharge the very agreeable duty of expressing to 
your Excellency the cordial thanks of the Senate and Graduates of the 
University, as well as of the Presidents, Vice-Presidents, Professors, and 
Sludeuts of the Queen’s Colleges, for the honour you have conferred upon 
us by your presence ou this occasion, and the part you have been pleased 
to take in the programme of our proceedings. From the first our annual 
assemblies have been thus honoured by the successive representatives of 
her Majesty, and we rejoice in the assurance your Excellency gives by 
your appearance on this the first occasion of our meeting since you have 
been intrusted by our gracious Sovereign with the administration of the 
government of Ireland, that you look on these institutions with the same 
good feelings and wishes for their success wkicli they so often expressed, 
and take an equal interest in the most extensive diffusion of free and 
sound education among all classes of the coramnnity. We trust that the 
proceedings of the day have been as gratifying to your Excellency as 
your encouraging presence has been to us. 

His Excellency the Loud Lieutenant addressed the assembly in the 
following terms : — 

My Lord Chancellor, Ladies, and Gentlemen, I can assure you that if it has 
afforded to you auy satisfaction that I should be present on this occasion, 
it has afforded me sincere satisfaction to be personally witness of the 
distribution of the honors to the candidates at your annual examination, 
and to see the proofs that this institution has met with so much success. 

My Lord Chancellor, you, in the statement which you laid before us, 
acquainted us with the cheering fact that the number of students in the 
Queen’s Colleges connected with the University not only is niaiutaiued, 
but somewhat increased 5 and from the examination which I have had an 
opportunity of making of the reports presented in due course from the 
three Queen’s Colleges, I find that in the Belfast College there has been a 
considerable increase in the number of students attending lectures. In 
Galway, notwithstanding great difficulties, the numbers are still m.ain- 
tained at least; and in Cork — though I do not so clearly see from the 
report of ray friend, Sir Robert Kane, what is the precise state of that 
institution — I suppose I may conclude that there has not been any 
falling ofi‘. 
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Kow, tliis success must be most encouraging to those who, throuoh 
many difficulties and in the face of much opposition, founded and supported 
these institutions. Much opposition they had to encounter, but at the 
same time I think they have met with a very fair share of public favour, 
and I have no doubt that they have established themselves in this country 
as useful component parts of the educational system of the land. My 
Lord Chancellor, the opposition which has been made to these Colleges 
has arisen in great part from the conscientious objections which are enter- 
tained by some persons to a system of education wlucb is not directly 
connected with religious teaching. And so far do some who entertain 
these objections carry their views, that I have even met with the state- 
ment that it is so important to divorce secular from religious teaching, 
that it would even be improper that mathematics should be taught in an 
institution where they were not — though t know not how it could be— 
connected with religion ; because it would be an error to suppose that the 
certainty which is produced by the study of mathematics, differs in any 
respect from the certainty which can be obtained in the other subjects of 
human study. • 

Now, I think that statement is in itself a rednctio ad ahmrduni of that 
theory. But, my Lord Chancellor, although the success of this institution 
Las been undoubted, you are perfectly aware, from statements that were 
made in Parliament, aud which are known to you all, that the Govern- 
ment Lave had under their consideration a plan for extending, and in 
some degree modifying the University, so as to afford the benefit of its 
degrees to those who have not been educated in the Queen’s Colleges. 

Now, you would not expect from me, and it would be exceediugly im- 
proper were I to commit such an indiscretion as to enter upon that 
difficult question, more especially as the matter is under the consideration 
of the Government, and it would, therefore, be impossible for me to give any 
detail of tbe plan that may be ultimately proposed; but this I will say — that, 
whilst I am as strong an advocate of united education as any whom I see 
around me, and w’bilst I believe that the benefits of united, education ate 
specially felt in this country, where, unfortunately, dissensions arising 
from religious differences have produced such evils, yet I think the 
genius of our institutions and the principle of our Goverunieut require 
that we should not refuse the advantages of academical degrees to those 
who from conscientious convictions, decline to accept the system of 
mixed education, who wish for them. That is the sum and substance of 
the principle which animated the Government in coining to the conclusion 
that some change is necessary ; and for my part, so strongly do I feel oii 
that point that I think it is only necessary to state that principle, and to 
acknowledge tbe fact that there are some, even though they are not many, 
who are debarred by the present state of things from the advantages of an 
academical degree, for all reasonable men to conclude that some change is 
demanded. But I trust, aud, as far as I have influence in the matter, I 
shall promise that every effort shall be made that this institution, and the 
Queen’s Colleges connected with it, shall not be injured by any change 
that may be effected. Deeply should I deplore if that should be the 
consequence, because we have before us now a number of students who 
Lave been educated here together, notwithstanding that they may hold 
different religious opinions. 

We have in the statement laid before us the proof that so much have 
these institutions been appreciated by the people of Ireland, that a very 
considerable number of students has passed through them, contributing a 
large body of educated men ; and it would be, indeed, unfortunate, if after 
seeing that so much care and trouble were expended, we should by any 
ineaus be prevented from reaping the harvest. W'hat is the harvest? 
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The harvest is, that those who have gone forth from these institutions Appendix. 
promote greater harmony amongst the different classes of the community j 
and unite with them by a bond of union those who have received a higher Public 
education in this country, whereby we may see arising a sound and Meeting, 
enlit'hteued public opinion, which can be brought to bear in this country 
upon the various difficult questions which perplex those who wish well to 
its prosperity. There is no country, I am convinced, in which the advan- 
tac'es of an academical education are more appreciated than in Ireland, or 
where they are more needed. Not only are they of advantage in an 
academical point of view, from the better tone and the aid it gives to the 
mind, and opening the mind to new branches of knowledge, hut it has also 
another advantage which is not to be despised — namely, supplying the 
means of entering upon the gi’eat careers now open to those who have 
distiuguished themselves iu the various competitions for public offices in 
the empire; and Irishmen have shown in a marked manner that when 
they have an opportunity they can in these competitions take high places. 

I know nothing more calculated to bind this part of the empire to the 
rest, than that the youth of this country should have ample opportunity 
of eutering upon these competitions, and of obtaining the prizes which 
they offer, and engaging in that great public service which, more than any 
public service of auy nation in the world, I say it without fear of contra- 
dictiou, embraces the largest and widest scope for noble distinctions and 
for useful labours. . 

I have heard to-dav that some of your students have been successful in 
the Indian examination ; and where can there be a finer field for exertion 
than is afforded by our Indian Empire? I heard also with pleasure that 
some others are candidates for the service with which I had formerly 
some knowledge when connected with the Foreign Office— namely, 
students for the office of Interpreter of Chinese. This Is a service which 
offers considerable opportunities for distinction. I know from my experi- 
ence there is no service which more demands men of steady, intelligent 
minds, and that it leads to high distinction you may see in the fact that 
one man who entered that service — I mean Sir Richard Alcoek has 
been appointed to the office of Minister at Pekin; and another, Sir Harry 
Parkes, having distinguished himself in various affairs during the Indian 
war, is now Minister for Japan. You see in all these departments, 
whether in the Indian or any other foreign service, you have opportunities 
of entering upon, in common with your countrymen all over the Empire, 
the race of excellence and distinction. ^ i j • i 

But these advantages cannot be obtained without sound academic^ 
instruction ; therefore, looking at it from an academical point of view, it 
is necessary that it should be maintained, and, if needs be, extended. 

Uy Lord Chancellor, I do not know that it occurs to me to add much 
more on this subject, interesting though it may be, because it has been so 
often and so much better touched upon by my predecessors in this place. 

I am glad that several very ijiteresting additions are likely to be made, 
especially to the College of Belfast. A short time ago I had the great 
satisfaction of visiting, though for a brief period, that noble I 

saw with much pleasure that a new building was about to be added for 
giving further facilities for anatomical education. That shows the 
Government was not during the past year neglectful of its duties in con- 
nexion with these Colleges. 

There is another point connected with this Univeraity upon which i 
feel a strong opinion, and upon which I hope Her Majesty’s Government 
will be induced to yield to the wishes of all those connected with the 
Queen’s Colleges: I mean that the Queen’s University should have a 
building whicli would give it, so to say, '‘a local habitation and a naiuOj, 
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wbicli will impart far more dignity to it tlian by being tbe guest of myself 
on this occasion. I am happy to see yon here, but I should be very glad, 
indeed, were I to be your guest, and that you could receive me in a 
building belonging to yourselves. 

I will only add one word. ' I believe it to be usual to say something to 
those who have been successful in these competitions. I cannot doubt for 
a moment that their success has given them and their friends the greatest 
pleasure, at least if I can judge at all from the feeling experienced in my 
own time, when we passed successfully through our University examina- 
tion. But when the pleasure of the moment is passed, I beg of them to 
consider that they have only entered upon the threshold of their career, 
and that what they have obtained is only an instrument for acquiring 
more profound knowledge. The education of a man really only commences, 
so to speak, when he leaves the University; and if you take advantage of 
the foundation that has been so laid by the instruction received here, you 
will, I have no doubt, become most valuable members of the community. 
And let me say to you — and I do so with utmost sincerity — that in this 
country, young men belonging to the class from which you come, have 
respousible positions to hold, because, unfortunately, in Ireland, hitherto 
we have not bad a united public opinion brought to bear on the various ques- 
tions that perplex us. It is for young men going forth from the University, 
enlightened by the education they have received, to look at the questions 
of the day, as young men do look at them, with fresh, and I hope with 
honest minds, to assist those who are older in endeavouring to bring, as I 
believe they can be brought, to a conclusion, the many difficult questions 
with which we have to contend.
